RAPID rises in jobs and 
population will make 
East Cambridgeshire 
one of the fastest grow¬ 
ing districts in the East 
of England, a new study 
predicts. 

The number of jobs on 
offer in East Cambridge¬ 
shire will rise 50 per cent 
by 2031, according to a 
model prepared by Oxford 
Economics for the East of 
England Development 
Agency’s (EEDA) draft 
economic strategy. 

The rate of increase, with the 
number of people working in 
East Cambridgeshire expected to 
rise from 28,500 in 2006 to 42,800 
in 2031, is second only to Mid 
Bedfordshire in the East. 

That would require a huge 
drive to attract businesses. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council believes that making 
Ely an offshoot from Cam¬ 
bridge’s biotechnology cluster is 
one avenue for job creation. 

And the district’s population 
is expected to rise steeply, with 
an increase from 79,700 in 2006 to 
102,400 by 2031, bringing a 28.5 
per cent rise. 

The forecasts were welcomed 
by the district council as fitting 
with its aims on increased 
employment. 

Darren Hill, economic dev¬ 
elopment officer, said: “We will 
have to look at the figures care¬ 
fully and see what is realistic. 

“The public consultation on 
the economic strategy closes in 
November, and we will then 
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make a formal representation to 
the EEDA.’’ 

Mr Hill identified some 
particular employment sectors 
that could be suited to East 
Cambridgeshire. 

He said: “Building on the back 
of the equine sector in New¬ 
market and being part of the 
biotechnology cluster based 
around Cambridge - those are 
two areas in which there may be 
opportunities.” 

Coun Ron Bradney, Mayor of 
Ely and the council’s economic 
champion, said: “I actually think 
a 50 per cent rise is not out of 
reach. 

“Hopefully, we will do better 
than that. Certainly, we are 
looking at trying to get emp¬ 
loyers to come in, it is a just a 
matter of targeting and making 
the right approaches.” 

Coun Bradney added that he is 
working on strategies to attract 
successful businesses to Ely. 

He said: “It would not just be 
start-ups, as it has been in the 
past, but maybe more estab¬ 
lished names.” 

Job creation and resulting 
population growth should be 
welcomed, Coun Bradney bel¬ 
ieves. 

He said: “We want to get the 
best for Ely rather than saying 
‘not in my backyard’. 

“We want to attract people 
who want to contribute, people 
who want to make a future and 
bring up their families in this 
area.”

World’s longest walk on bottle bridge 


A BIZARRE bridge 
stitched together from 
thousands of empty milk 
bottles helped prompt a 
council's new recycling 
policy, its creator believes. 
The bridge made from 
14,250 bottles that briefly 
spanned the River Great 
Ouse in Ely was aimed at 
highlighting the need to 
recycle plastic - and soon 
local residents will have 
their plastics taken for 
recycling every fortnight 
as part of a new waste 
collection contract 
negotiated by East 


Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The project was led by 
Jack Waterfall, a former 
district councillor, with 
help from Coun Ian Allen, 
deputy leader of the 
council's Lib Dem group. 
Mr Waterfall said: “I think it 
must have had an effect. I 
think it probably did clinch 
the deal. One thing it did 
was highlight how much 
plastic we are having to 
send to landfill.” 

The 36-metre bridge, 
made from four-pint 
bottles, represented the 


amount of plastic people 
in Cambridgeshire get 
through every day by 
lunchtime. 

It was set up to span the 
river on June 23 at Ely’s 
Classic Regatta. Coun 
Ron Bradney, the city’s 
mayor, was the brave soul 
who was first to walk 
across it. 

The Guinness Book of 
Records declined to 
recognise the bridge as a 
record, owing to the high 
number of submissions it 
receives, but the World 
Records Academy has 


stepped into the breach. 
The academy’s website 
states that the Ely bridge 
was the longest in the 
world to be made from 
plastic bottles, and notes 
Coun Bradney’s crossing 
is a record as the longest 
walk on a bridge made 
from plastic bottles. 

Mr Waterfall said: “We had 
the support of the mayor. 
He said he would use the 
powers vested in him as 
mayor to officially record 
the bridge. As far as we 
are concerned, he is the 
most important man.” 


Traders’ fears over 
car park changes 


A NEW regime for car 
parking could see Ely’s 
small shops lose out to the 
big chains, a traders’ group 
has warned. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is set to change city 
centre parking in the city to 
short stay in a bid to free up more 
spaces for shoppers and allow the 
city to compete with bigger 
draws like Cambridge and 
Peterborough. 

But Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
chairman of the Ely Traders’ 
Association (ETA), is worried 
that the plans may have 
damaging effects. 

She said: “There is a concern 
that there will not be enough 
long-stay parking for shop 
workers, some residents and the 
elderly. 

“That is certainly the feeling 
with the small, independent 
traders. The opinion of the large 
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stores is that they want as many 
people to come through Ely in as 
short a space of time as possible. 
The independent traders aim is 
that we want Ely to be a day- 
trippers place where people have 
the time to look around every¬ 
where.” 

However, Mrs Griffin-Singh is 
encouraged by the council’s 
willingness to listen. She said: 
“We do not know whether what 
they are doing is right, but they 
are at least listening. They are 
promising to sort it out if what 
they do causes a nightmare.” 

The council has amended its 
plans for the new regime, 
expected to come into force in 
December, after a public 
consultation. Councillors will 
vote on the scheme, which 
includes morning restrictions on 
Barton Road and Ship Lane along 


with a maximum four-hour stay 
for the Fore Hill car park, at a 
meeting of the environment and 
transport committee due to be 
held today. 

The amended proposals 
include a permit scheme for 
shopworkers, taking into account 
research on numbers by the ETA. 

The new rules are to encourage 
commuters who park in the city 
for the railway station to use the 
new £1 million, 180-space council 
car park opening on Angel Drove 
in December. 

Coun John Seaman, chairman 
of the environment and trans¬ 
port committee, said: “We know 
that all these changes will not be 
welcomed by everyone but we all 
have a duty to reach a balance on 
the future of car parking in the 
city before Ely grinds to a halt. 

“Doing nothing, as has been 
said so many times before, is not 
an option.” 


Man fined for assault on ex 


A MAN’S troubled past 
led to a domestic assault, 
magistrates have heard. 

David Lawrence, 39, of 
Gateway Gardens, Ely, 
grabbed former girl¬ 
friend Rona Stokes by 
the wrist when she 
dumped him and started 
a new relationship after 
she “found out about his 
past”, magistrates in the 
city were told. 

Lawrence, who admit¬ 
ted a charge of assault, 


has previous convict¬ 
ions but these were not 
read to the court. 

Robert Milsom, miti¬ 
gating, said Lawrence’s 
previous convictions 
“may have contributed 
to the end of the relat¬ 
ionship” in which he 
and Ms Stokes were 
involved for six months. 

“The most serious of 
these offences does tend 
to dog my client,” Mr 
Milsom added. 


Matthew Bradbury, 
prosecuting, said the 
incident occurred in 
the early hours of 
Saturday, September 1 
after Lawrence saw Ms 
Stokes in a social club 
with her new partner, 
Kevin Goodge. 

Ms Stokes had ret¬ 
urned home to Witch- 
ford with Mr Goodge 
when she heard Law¬ 
rence shouting abuse 
outside, calling her a 


“slag” and her new 
partner a “spineless 
git”, Mr Bradbury said. 

When she emerged 
from the house, there 
was an altercation that 
saw Lawrence grab her 
wrist and twist it, the 
court heard. 

Lawrence was ordered 
to pay a £200 fine, £50 
compensation to Ms 
Stokes, £50 costs and the 
£15 victim surcharge. 


Nurse awarded 
highest honour 

A NURSE has been awarded 
one of the profession’s 
highest honours. 

Christine Turnbull, a 
practice nurse based in Ely, 
has been given the title of 
Queen’s Nurse by community 
nursing charity the Queen’s 
Nursing Institute. 

Mrs Turnbull, who has served 
the community for more than 
30 years, is among the first 
nurses to be awarded the title 
for more than 40 years after it 
was reinstated earlier this 
year. 

She will pick up her award 
from Christine Beasley, 
England’s chief nursing 
officer, at a ceremony in 
London next month.

Flood response 

MORE than £5,000 has been 
collected to help people affected by 
this year’s flooding.

Scenes on film 

A NATURE reserve near Ely 
features on the big screen. 

Scenes from the film Atonement, 
starring Keira Knightley were 
filmed at the Ouse Washes RSPB 
nature reserve. 

The film, released in UK cinemas 
this week, used the location for 
two scenes set in rural France 
during World War Two, one under 
a railway bridge and the other 
looking out from a barn across 
open marshes. 

Jon Reeves, site manager, said: “It 
was fascinating to see the 
complications of making a movie 
on location - enormous efforts for 
a few seconds on screen. But we 
didn’t get to meet the stars.” 


A DRIVER for an envir¬ 
onmental services firm 
has been found guilty of 
dumping sewage in a 
stream. 

Bryan Dobson used a JK 
Environmental tanker to 
empty septic tanks for 
travellers then pumped the 
treated sewage, which had 
a pollution strength three 
times that of raw sewage, 
into a stream in Wilburton. 

Dobson, who lives in 
Lawns Crescent, Little 
Downham, denied he was 
the driver but was found 
guilty by magistrates in 
Ely. 

Tony Roach, managing 
director of Royston-based 
JK Environmental, told the 
Weekly News the company 
had worked with the Envir¬ 
onment Agency to piece

together evidence against 
Dobson. 

Mr Roach said: “Some¬ 
body like him can cause so 
much aggravation for a 
company because of 
dishonesty. For the sake of 
£50 or £60, he has caused a 
lot of embarrassment for 
the company.” 

Magistrates ordered 
Dobson to pay a fine of 
£250, as well as £750 costs. 

The court heard that two 
members of the public had 
reported a JK Environ¬ 
mental tanker parked on 
Station Road in Wilburton 
pumping dark-coloured 
liquid into a nearby stream 
on November 17, 2005. 

Environment Agency 


officers rushed to the scene, 
but the lorry had left. They 
found sewage debris on the 
ground and took samples 
from the watercourse. 

Analysis showed a 100- 
metre stretch of the stream 
had been contaminated by a 
liquid with a pollution 
strength three or four times 
that of raw sewage and 
with potentially toxic levels 
of ammonia. 

The lorry’s global posit¬ 
ioning system (GPS) 
showed that it had been on 
Station Road and that it had 
visited a number of mobile 
homes known to have 
septic tanks, the court 
heard. 

Dobson’s claim that he 
was not the driver was 
dismissed by magistrates 
after they were presented 
with his driver’s logbook 


for that day, which he 
admitted completing. 

Phil Henderson, senior 
environment officer with 
the Environment Agency, 
said: “This reckless action 
was carried out deliber¬ 
ately and with complete 
disregard for the envir¬ 
onment of the local area. 

“We are pleased that the 
court has found the driver 
guilty and imposed a fine to 
reflect the seriousness of 
this offence.” 

JK Environmental was 
fined £2,500 and ordered to 
pay £3,083 costs after 
pleading guilty to polluting 
the stream at a hearing in 
May 

Mr Roach said he felt 
frustrated that the 
company had had to plead 
guilty after Dobson 
“carried out a private job

Fund launch to aid soldiers’ families 


Sir, As many already know The 
First Battalion Royal Anglian 
Regiment has been serving in 
Afghanistan since the beginning 
of April 2007, particularly in 
Helmand Province which has 
seen some of the fiercest 
fighting against the Taliban. 

The “Vikings”, as they are 
known, have to date suffered 
nine soldiers killed and many 
wounded in their efforts to 
defend the Kajaki Dam, and the 
towns of Nowzad and Sangin, 
from the Taliban as the troops 
struggle to restore irrigation and 
rebuild the local hospital. 


The commanding officer of the 
Vikings has launched a 
memorial fund for the battalion 
to assist families of the 
bereaved and those who have 
been wounded, including a 
number who have lost limbs and 
suffered other frightful injuries. 
From the proceeds of this fund, 
it is also intended to provide a 
permanent memorial to those 
who have lost their lives in 
Afghanistan. 

Many of us have strong views 
on the rights and wrongs of the 
Iraq and Afghanistan conflicts, 
but we should remember that 


these soldiers silently are doing 
our bidding via our elected 
government, so in that respect 
the nation as a whole bears a 
responsibility, whatever our 
chosen religious, political or 
occupational lifestyle, and 
whatever our personal 
viewpoint. Disagreement should 
not make us pretend that their 
suffering does not exist nor 
obviate our responsibility. 

When you hear a three-year-old 
child say “Is my daddy dying?” 
you are reminded how much the 
families of these soldiers are 
affected, no matter how 


seemingly remote.

Vandal must pay his victims 


A “PSYCHOTIC” vandal who 
slashed tyres on 28 cars and used a 
knife on one of his victims must 
pay £1,000 in compensation. 

Patrick Wong, 23, ran riot in Ely after 
taking drugs, magistrates in the city 
heard. When Ronald Reed confronted 
him in Abbotts Way after having tyres 
slashed, Wong cut Mr Reed with a 
Stanley knife, causing a two-inch wound. 

Magistrates ordered Wong to pay £300 
in compensation to Mr Reed, as well as 
£25 each to the 28 people whose tyres 
were slashed. 

Wong, who lives in The Chase, Ely was 
given a three-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 18 months, as well as an 
18-month supervision order to be 
accompanied by a year of mental health 
treatment. 
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Hamish Ross, presiding magistrate, 
told Wong to stay off drugs, as his 
“psychotic” reaction led to the damage. 
Mr Ross added: “Mr Reed suffered a 
quite appalling wound. He is an upright 
citizen who was defending his property” 

The court heard that Wong is from a 
stable background and will start a 
degree in accountancy at Nottingham 
Trent University this month, but that 
drug-taking led to him being sectioned 
under the Mental Health Act at 
Fulbourn Hospital earlier this year. 

Mr Reed, 62, told the Weekly News : 
“He may have this problem and that, but 
he has still got the ability to go out and 
find money, buy the drugs and take 


them. He is conscious of what he is 
doing. The consequences of all that and 
putting it through court - it is a vast 
amount of money” 

Wong had admitted a charge of actual 
bodily harm and three charges of 
criminal damage at a previous hearing, 
as well as asking for 25 further criminal 
damage charges to be taken into 
account. 

His accomplice, Jonathan Robinson, 
18, of no fixed address, will be sentenced 
next month after pleading guilty to 
criminal damage. 

Katie Tindall, prosecuting, told mag¬ 
istrates that several residents had seen a 
man slashing tyres at around 7am on 
October 26 last year and called the police. 

Matthew Greene, mitigating, said 
Wong had now quit drugs, is remorseful 
over what happened and had not meant

A FORMER police worker who 
conned his way to an MBE has 
narrowly avoided returning to 
jail by paying back cash he stole. 

Michael Eke, 38, handed over £40,000 
just 72 hours before a court deadline for 
him to refund cash he owed to a lottery 
grants scheme and a cadets group 
where he was once squadron leader. 

Eke, who lives in March and used to 
work for Cambridgeshire police as a 
stationery manager, was jailed for 18 
months last year after Norwich Crown 
Court heard he wrote references for 
himself in his MBE application and 
pocketed thousands in lottery grants. 

March Air Training Corps will 
receive £26,925 after being defrauded by 
Eke. Awards for All, the lottery grant 
scheme, will pick up £13,325 after giving 
Eke cash for charity events which he 
never staged. 

Eke, who acted as a pillar of the 
community while committing fraud, 
was later stripped of his MBE by the 
Queen after being jailed. 

After his release, he faced action from 
the Cambridgeshire police economic 
crime unit on the cash he obtained by 
deception. On March 9, a judge at 
Norwich Crown Court ordered him to 
pay back the money within six months. 

Eke would have faced another 18 
months in jail if he had missed the 
deadline. 

Eke’s apparent devotion to com¬ 
munity work won him many accolades, 
including the honour of carrying the 
Olympic torch through London two 
years ago, when he brushed shoulders 
with top athletes. 

However, vanity proved to be his 
downfall after he put himself forward 
for an MBE. The faked application saw 
Eke write two letters of reference from 
fictional people living at non-existent 
addresses and persuade Malcolm Moss, 
MP for North East Cambridgeshire, to 
back his application. 

He also lied on an application form to 
get a job in the post room at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary headquarters 
in Huntingdon. 


Driver is fined 

A DRIVER who collided with a 
parked car has admitted careless 
driving and failing to stop at the 
scene of an accident. 

Stephen Neal, 20, of High Barns, 
Ely, was seen driving his Peugeot 
106 erratically after leaving the 
High Flyer pub in the city on 
June 30 before colliding with a 
car in New Barns Road. 

Neal was given a 12-month ban 
for drink driving at a previous 
hearing, magistrates in Ely 
heard. 

He was ordered to pay two fines 
of £150, £60 costs and the £15 
victim surcharge, as well as 
having his licence endorsed with 
seven points. 

New homes plan 

PLANS for 17 new homes will go 
before councillors. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council will consider proposals 
from Freshwater Estates for new 
housing in Ely following the 
demolition of 85 and 87 Lynn 
Road. 

The plans include garages, 
parking and amenity areas. 
Letters of objection have been 
received from 14 neighbours. 
Permission for 23 dwellings was 
previously refused by the 
council.

Councillor ‘stunned’ 
by U-tum over bins

THE DECISION to 
keep weekly bin 
collections in East 
Cambridgeshire was a 
“stunning” U-turn, a 
leading councillor has 
said. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s environ¬ 
ment and transport com¬ 
mittee last month voted to 
ditch a trial of fortnightly 
collections, a decision 
described as being about 
politics rather than 
recycling by Coun Ian Allen, 
a committee member who is 
deputy leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group. 

Coun Allen believes a 
national newspaper cam¬ 
paign against fortnightly 
collections prompted a 
change of opinion amongst 
the Conservative group, 
who took control of the 
council in May’s elections. 

But Coun David Brown,

the council’s waste 
management project leader, 
rubbished the suggestion 
and said attitudes to weekly 
collections changed as it 
became clear that a new 
treatment facility at 
Waterbeach-based firm 
Donarbon will reduce the 


amount of black bag waste 
going to landfill. 

Coun Allen said that 
earlier this year he gave 
talks on the need for 
fortnightly collections 
alongside Coun Brian 
Ashton, now leader of the 
council. “I went around a 
number of parish councils 
with Brian Ashton,” he said. 
“We both agreed with what 
the other was saying. I was 
stunned when the council 
paper came out and they 
were moving away from 
that. 

“It was done more on the 
basis of Conservative 
national policy and Daily 
Mail-ish reporting of the 
issues.” 

Coun Allen said the 
council is relying too 
heavily on the Donarbon 
facility, set to operate from 
2009, and could end up being 
fined for missing its 
recycling targets. 

Recycling rates in East 
Cambridgeshire are 
currently at 35 per cent, but 
had reached 46 per cent in a 


trial of fortnightly 
collections in Witchford. In 
November 2006, the council 
acclaimed Witchford 
residents as the best 
recyclers in the country as 
rates peaked at 77 per cent. 

Coun Brown believes 
there is no danger of being 
fined. He said: “During the 
tendering process and also 
in discussions with the 
county council over the new 
site at Donarbon, it became 
clear that we did not have to 
go down the fortnightly 
route.” 

Coun Brown thinks most 
residents want to keep 
weekly collections and 
should not be browbeaten 
into recycling. “Being forced 
is not the right way,” he 
said. “People are keen to 
recycle and I think they will 
prove us right.” 

He added that new 
fortnightly collections of 
plastics and an education 
campaign are evidence of 
the council’s drive to en¬ 
courage recycling. 


Police 
to make 
checks on 
seat belts 

DRIVERS and passen¬ 
gers who do not wear 
seat belts when they 
travel on Cambridge¬ 
shire’s roads face a 
crackdown this week. 

Police are holding a 
week-long enforcement 
campaign to catch those 
putting themselves and 
others in danger by not 
belting up. 

The crackdown is 
part of a European¬ 
wide campaign run by 
the Traffic Information 
System Police 

(TISPOL). Special 
patrols will be carried 
out to spot those not 
wearing seat belts. 
Anyone who is caught 
will face a £30 fine. 

A similar crackdown 
in February resulted in 
98 people in Camb¬ 
ridgeshire being 
handed fixed penalty 
notices. 

The TISPOL camp¬ 
aigns are run across 
Europe, and seat belts 
are one of the road 
policing unit’s top 
priorities for reducing 
injuries in accidents.

Locum GPs 
cost PCT 
extra & 30 k 

HEALTH bosses spent an extra £30,000 on 
temporary doctors at a GP surgery in just 
six months. 

Cambridgeshire Primary Care Trust 
(PCT) incurred excess costs of £30,890 in 
hiring locum doctors at the Lantern and 
Octagon surgeries in Ely in the first six 
months of this year, a Freedom of 
Information request by our sister paper 
the Cambridge Evening News reveals. 

The surgeries’ 60-strong Patient 
Participation Group (PPG) had 
previously expressed concerns over the 
high turnover of locums not up to date 
with their patients’ histories. 

The overspend, described as 
“ridiculous” by the interim chairman of 
the PPG, comes after the PCT announced 
a review into the future of Ely’s Princess 
of Wales Hospital. 

A survey by MedEconomics magazine 
released in January showed freelance 
GPs in the East of England charge day 
rates of between £325 and £504, and 
hourly rates of between £45 and £100. 

The PCT, which took over the running 
of the surgeries in November 2006, said 
that all five GPs currently employed are 
on cheaper permanent contracts and that 
it has received only one formal complaint 
on the number of locums since July 2006. 

Matthew Smith, assistant director of 
primary care at the PCT, said: “Since the 
vacancies arose in summer 2006 we have 
been actively recruiting to the vacant GP 
positions at the Lantern and Octagon 
surgeries. Following repeated 
recruitment activities we have gradually 
been able to increase the number of high- 
calibre permanent GPs, so that from 
August this year we now have a full 
complement of medical staff. 

“As a result, there has been higher than 
average number of locums in the surgery 
than in the past, but this has been 
necessary to ensure that we have had 
enough GP appointments to meet the 
needs of patients.”

Plea for nature reserve 


A WILDLIFE hav¬ 
en being developed 
as a marina should 
be bought and 
designated a nature 
reserve, a coun¬ 
cillor has urged. 

Coun Nigel Bell, 
who represents Ely 
North and East on 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council, 
has claimed East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
(ECDC) makes the 
lowest provision 
for nature reserves 
in the county and 
wants it to make 
Roswell Pits a 
priority 

The district 
council replied 
that it is working 
with the county 
council to create 
green spaces and 
that it does not 
have the cash to 
buy Roswell Pits - 
even if the land 
was for sale. 

Coun Bell said 
the district council 
has no designated 
nature reserves, 
despite guidance 
from Natural 


England for coun¬ 
cils to set a target 
of one hectare of 
nature reserve for 
every 1,000 resi¬ 
dents. 

He is concerned 
that “the ECDC is 
the worst in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire for the 
provision of local 
nature reserves. 

“There are 
sources of funding 
available to sup¬ 
port these aims 


and the district 
council must work 
on accessing 
them. Roswell Pits 
deserves urgent 
consideration for 
such a project.” 

Work at Roswell 
Pits has provoked 
concern among 
campaigners and 
some Ely resid¬ 
ents, who fear 
landowner Jeremy 
Tyrrell’s plans for 
boat moorings will 


damage habitats 
for rare birds. 

Coun John Sea¬ 
man, chairman of 
the district coun¬ 
cil’s environment 
and transport 
committee said: 
“There is only one 
nature reserve in 
East Cambridge¬ 
shire, but there 
are 81 County 
Wildlife sites, 21 
Sites of Special 
Scientific Interest, 


and sites of 
international nat¬ 
ure conservation. 

He said: “For 
local authorities 
to propose a Local 
Nature Reserve, 
they have to either 
own or lease the 
land in question. 
Roswell Pits is not 
up for sale and the 
district council 
does not have the 
funds required to 
buy it if it was.”

CAMBRIDGESHIRE MPs 
have reacted with horror to 
plans to build thousands 
more homes in the county, 
warning they would be 
“madness” without major 
local investment. 

David Howarth, Andrew Lan- 
sley, Jim Paice, Malcolm Moss and 
Shailesh Vara were reacting to an 
independent study on the impact 
of economic growth across the 
region. The findings warn that 
more than 100,000 extra homes 
could be needed across the East of 
England by 2021 - on top of the 
508,000 already planned. 

The East of England Develop¬ 
ment Agency (EEDA) is asking 
people for views on its regional 
economic strategy which sets out 
plans to meet challenges such as 
climate change up to 2031. But 
among the scenarios is a predict¬ 
ion that 613,000 homes could be 
needed by 2021 - considerably 
more than the 478,000 advocated by 
the East of England Regional 
Assembly (EERA) and above the 
Government target of 508,000. 

Cambridgeshire is already exp¬ 
ected to accommodate more than 
50,000 properties, including the 
new town of Northstowe and 
10,000 homes at Cambridge East. 
EERA is concerned about adding 
another 105,000 without infra¬ 
structure. 

Cambridgeshire South East MP 
Jim Paice said: “This would be 
madness without major invest¬ 
ment in infrastructure - roads, 
rail, buses, schools and hospitals.

I’m not convinced the extra homes 
are needed.” 

Cambridgeshire South MP Mr 
Lansley said: “I would oppose any 
such proposals. The fact is you 
cannot have thousands more 
homes near Cambridge without 
ruining the quality of life here. 
Many homes would not be for 
people living and working in and 
around Cambridgeshire but for 
commuters to London. They sho¬ 
uld build more homes on brown¬ 
field sites in the Lea Valley in the 
East of the Capital. Not everyone 
can live where they want.” 

Cambridge City MP David 
Howarth said: “Both EERA and 
EEDA are right in emphasising 
that vital infrastructure must be 
put in place before new houses are 
built and this infrastructure must 
include major improvements to 
public transport.” 

Cambridgeshire North-East MP 
Malcolm Moss said: “I think there 
is no doubt new homes are needed 
and there is space, for instance in 
the Fens. But it would be unsust¬ 
ainable to build this number of 
houses without massive infra¬ 
structure improvements - new 
dual carriageway roads, better 
public transport, especially rail, 
and improved health care and 
schools. That must go ahead other¬ 
wise you are building houses for 
people to spend hours in cars 
going to and from work.” 

Cambridgeshire North-West MP 
Shailesh Vara said: “You can’t 
build more houses in the county

before making major improve¬ 
ments to the local infrastructure 
and public services.” 

Sir David Trippier, chairman of 
Cambridgeshire Horizons, which 
is overseeing the delivery of 47,500 
homes across the county, said he 
does not believe more homes are 
needed and that most people living 
in the region would agree. 

He said: “As far as I’m concerned 
in the Cambridge sub-region the 
number of homes now planned is 
sufficient for the growth in popul¬ 
ation which is predicted. The vast 
number of people who live in the 
sub-region would say enough is 
enough.” 

Coun Derrick Ashley, EERA’s 
regional planning panel chairman, 
said: “The Assembly’s draft East of 
England Plan already contains 
ambitious targets for new jobs and 
housing which we believe are the 
maximum that can be delivered 


given the region’s lack of trans¬ 
port and other supporting infra¬ 
structure, and the need to safe¬ 
guard the region’s environment 
and quality of life. We will closely 
examine EEDA’s draft economic 
strategy and scenarios for growth 
before making a formal response.” 

The Government has announced 
EERA is to be wound up by 2010 
and will be replaced by the 
development agency 

As well as predicting housing 
demand, modelling for the draft 
report forecasts job growth of 50 
per cent in East Cambridgeshire 
by 2031. South Cambridgeshire 
will see a 30.5 per cent increase 
and Cambridge 19 per cent. Rapid 
population growth is expected. 

Jamie Merrick, head of strategy 
at EEDA, said EERA’s involvement 
was welcomed. 

He added: “We share EERA’s 
concerns that economic growth

should be sustainable and major 
issues, such as transport congest¬ 
ion, infrastructure bottlenecks 
and housing demand, are planned 
and managed carefully 

“This requires EEDA, EERA 
and all other major regional and 
local bodies to explore and test 
different growth scenarios. This is 
why the draft regional economic 
strategy includes independent 
research on possible future 
housing demand. EEDA is not 
calling for a major expansion in 
housing numbers. We have sought 
to throw light on the very real 
pressures on infrastructure, land- 
use, housing and public services 
that result from increasing 
growth.” 

The draft regional economic 
strategy can be found at 
www.eeda.org.uk/resreview and 
public consultation runs until 
November 26.

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Bus driver in 
crash ‘may 
have been ill’

A BUS driver 
who admitted 
careless driv¬ 
ing after an 
A14 crash that 
left 11 passen¬ 
gers injured 
now claims a 
medical 
condition may 
have caused 
him to lose 
consciousness. 

Brian Bristow, 
53, ploughed into 
the back of a 
truck while driv¬ 
ing a Stagecoach 
service from 
Cambridge to 
Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, then 
swerved and coll¬ 
ided with a Volvo. 

One passenger 
was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cam¬ 
bridge, while 10 
others suffered 
minor injuries in 


the crash on Jan¬ 
uary 31. 

Bristow, who 
lives in Cherry 
Rise, Sutton, had 
previously plead¬ 
ed guilty to driv¬ 
ing without due 
care and attent¬ 
ion, but changed 
his mind when he 
appeared before 
magistrates in 
Ely for senten¬ 
cing last Thurs¬ 
day 

Penny Grucock, 
representing 
Bristow, said: “He 
may have suffer¬ 
ed from a medical 
condition which 
caused him to 
lose conscious¬ 
ness. If the mind 
is not aware of 
what the body is 
doing, the mens 
rea is not pres¬ 
ent.” 


Ms Grucock 
said Bristow was 
not aware of the 
potential for a 
defence on med¬ 
ical grounds 
when he pleaded 
guilty on August 
17. 

Bristow did not 
attend the earlier 
hearing and 
chose to plead 
guilty in writing. 

Magistrates 
adjourned the 
case to next mon¬ 
th, when they will 
hear an appli¬ 
cation from Bris¬ 
tow to vacate his 
plea. If that 
application is 
successful, a full 
trial will follow. 

Ms Grucock 
told magistrates 
that Bristow will 
be examined by a 
neurologist. 


She said it is 
not certain that 
he was suffering 
from a condition 
at the time of the 
crash, but that 
there is a possi¬ 
bility. 

Bristow dam¬ 
aged his back and 
rib cage in the 
crash. He has 
been suffering 
with heart prob¬ 
lems since the 
crash, the initial 
hearing was told. 

Bristow has 
already lost his 
job with Stage¬ 
coach. 

Andy Camp¬ 
bell, managing 
director of Stage¬ 
coach in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: 
“We have had a 
look at his posit¬ 
ion and he no 
longer works for 
us. Because of his 
medical condit¬ 
ion, he does not 
have a licence.” 

Lodes 

‘not 

under 

threat’ 

A PROJECT to 
extend natural 
habitats will not 
spell the end for 
Cambridgeshire’s 
historic lodes, the 
National Trust 
has said. 

Following some 
suggestions that 
the lodes could be 
threatened by the 
Wicken Fen Vis¬ 
ion, the trust said 
the project does 
not depend on the 
removal of the 
ancient raised 
waterways. 

The trust 
affirmed that it 
recognises the 
“cultural and his¬ 
toric significance 
of the lodes”. 

It will begin a 
public consultat¬ 
ion on the Wicken 
Fen vision later in 
the autumn. 

Campaigner 
Geoffrey Woollard 
believes the lodes 
are under threat 
after an Environ¬ 
ment Agency rep¬ 
ort said one option 
was to downgrade 
them to ditches. 


Drunk teen bit 
takeaway owner 


A DRUNKEN teenager 
punched and bit the owner of 
a takeaway before smashing 
his window - despite being 
given shelter from the rain 
and cheap chips. 

Robert Redford, 19, 
launched into an attack on 
Hasan Tas when he stumbled 
into Millennium Pizza in Ely 
with a friend after drinking 
six litres of cider, magistrates 
in the city heard. 

Matthew Bradbury, prose¬ 
cuting, said the two men had 
demanded chips for 30p and 
Mr Tas had agreed. Mr 
Bradbury added that the 
takeaway owner was shocked 
by the assault - “particularly 
having given them shelter 
from torrential rain and 
cheap chips”.

Redford, who lives in a 


hostel in Wheatsheaf Close, 
Ely, admitted actual bodily 
harm and smashing the 
window of the restaurant. 

Magistrates gave him a two- 
month prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months, as 
well as 80 hours of unpaid 
work. He must pay compen¬ 
sation of £50 to Mr Tas, pay 
£146 for the broken window 
and pay costs of £50. 

In July, Redford was given 
an 18-month supervision 
order for punching a shelf- 
stacker in Tesco in Ely 

Adam Haselhurst, miti¬ 
gating, said Redford has 
stopped drinking, is highly 
regarded by staff at the hostel 
and will soon start a job at 
Wilkinson’s. 

He added: “Mr Redford is a 
young man who has had 
troubles in the past and these 
still prey on his mind a lot. He 
is considering counselling.”

PLANS for 159 new homes in Littleport 
are on hold. 

Persimmon Homes has outline 
permission for the homes on Parsons 
Lane, but East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee is not 
happy with plans to build four-storey 
buildings. 

The company has until 2009 to come 
up with a more palatable scheme, but is 
expected to come back to councillors far 
sooner than that. 

Persimmon’s plan was for 112 units of 
private housing, with 47 affordable 
units. 

Littleport Parish Council had said the 
development would be out of character 
with the rest of Parsons Lane. 

Neighbours had objected on the 
grounds the buildings would “tower 
over” existing dwellings and said there 
would be loss of privacy 

There were also fears that GP 
surgeries will struggle to cope with 
extra demand.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected.

Renault’s smooth operator

IN car terms the Laguna has 
been through two model 
developments and the latest 
version, available from 
October 19, is the logical 
culmination of the line. 

But it has had its problems 
ranging from cooling, gearbox, 
instrumentation, remote locking 
and general unpredictability as a 
quick trawl of the internet will 
confirm. 

At the international presentation 
of the new Laguna in Austria, 
Renault personnel were very 
definitely on the defensive about 
this. If there was a prize for the 
most money spent on boring the 
most people for the greatest length 
of time, they would definitely be 
hot favourites. Italian journalists 
were already half way out the door 
by the time the two-hour diatribe 
had come to an end but it did 
contain points of significance. It 
was the only time, that I can recall, 
that a manufacturer put a diagram 
of warranty repairs and recalls on 
the screen, followed of course by 
what it now hopes it will be a 
projected substantial improvement. 

It makes much of a new three 
year 100,000-mile warranty but

virtually no owner, either fleet or 
private, keeps a car for 100,000 miles 
and three years is no great shakes 
in a market where six-year 
warranties are selling points. 

So leaving that to one side, what 
do you get with the latest Laguna? It 
comes in two forms, a hatchback 
and an estate cloaked under the 
fashionable title “Sport Tourer”. 

There is an excellent engine 
range in both petrol and diesel 
forms and there are six-speed 
gearboxes on all manual and 
automatic transmissions.

It tends to split into three screens at 
critical moments and overwhelm 
the driver with info - a bit like 
Renault executives really. I am 
assured this can be adjusted - the 
satnav not the execs! 

Sales are expected to be roughly 


equal between private and company 
users. The estate version has some 
excellent thinking when it comes to 
releasing seats and freeing up extra 
space. Usually one hand is 
sufficient, a big attraction for a 
parent with a toddler on one arm.

Renault realises it needs to raise its 
game and this third Laguna is very 
stylish, high on space, comfort and 
equipment and handling is first- 
class.

Future of 
cars lies with 
the C-Cactus 


WHEN it comes to the 
unveiling of futuristic 
concept cars, Citroen’s 
motor show track 
record is hard to beat. 

And the firm has just 
taken off the wraps off yet 
another crowd-stunner at 
the Frankfurt, Germany, 
Motor Show. 

The C-Cactus - named 
after the desert plant 
because it is so low on 
consumption - is the French 
firm’s imaginative and 
ingenious eco-friendly 
concept that has a lot more 
going for it than just 
dramatic design. 

The diesel-electric 
concept’s claimed overall 
97.4mpg - a staggering 
figure - is at 
the core of 
this bold and 
ultra eco- 
friendly 
family-sized 
machine, 
combining a 
70bhp diesel 
unit with a 
30bhp electric motor. Top 
speed has been capped at 
93mph to further frugality, 
and C02 emissions are a 
maximum 78g/km, although 
it can off course, run in 
zero emissions mode. 

The shape is more than 
just an eye-catcher, too. A 
new approach to overall 
styling has helped keep 
projected production costs 
down so that, should it 
make it onto the streets in 
the near future, the C- 
Cactus could be sold for a 
similar cost as a 
conventional car - hybrids 
are currently far more 
expensive than 

conventional counterparts. 

Citroen’s engineers have 
achieved this by 
streamlining the number of 
parts required, 

incorporated several 
functions into a single part, 
and removed features that 
are non-essential to the 
running of the car or to the 
comfort and safety of the 
occupants. 

The cabin consists of just 
over 200 parts, only around 
half that of a similarly- 
sized conventional car - for 
example, the normal 


dashboard and bonnet have 
been dispensed with. It also 
uses a significant number of 
recycled, or recyclable, 
materials. 

The C-Cactus door panels 
are made of just two parts, 
compared to 12 in a 
standard motor, and 
loudspeakers, gearbox 
controls, and a navigation 
system is grouped on the 
central driving console, 
with the ignition key also 
doubling as an MP3 player. 

Front seats are just two 
pieces each, too - a moulded 
foam cushion, and the 
frame it sits on. 

Big 21-inch wheels do 
more than simply add to the 
contemporary look of the 
car, they are large-diameter 
and have low- 
profile tyres 
help to cut 
ground 
friction area 
and boost fuel 
efficiency. 

Despite 
slashing the 
number of 
parts needed 
to make this concept, 
Citroen has added satnav, an 
onboard computer, and 
produced quality audio 
capability from just two 
loudspeakers. 

Overall dimensions of the 
C-Cactus put it at 4.2 metres 
long and 1.8 metres wide - 
that puts it in Ford Focus 
territory - and it comes 
with a sizeable boot, the 
floor of which can slide 
forward to reveal a sub-level 
to help it cope with bulkier 
objects. 

The C-Cactus proves once 
again, though, that Citroen 
can add its own quirky 
offering to the mainstream 
market, something it has 
been doing since the 1930s, 
when the 2CV first appeared 
as a concept. 

Hailed as one of the 
world’s best car designs, the 
2CV was due to appear at 
the 1939 Paris Motor Show - 
but shelved until 1948 due to 
the War - and Citroen has 
been wowing the motoring 
faithful ever since with a 
series of unique concepts, 
many, like the 1950s DS and 
1980s CX ranges, becoming 
design icons.

FORGET the Mercedes 
C63 AMG, forget that 
M5 thing, because the 
new hyper-estate on 
the block is coming, 
writes Alex Goy. The 
Audi RS6 is set to beat 
off all comers, no 
matter how many cc’s 
they boast. 

Powered by a 5.2-litre twin 
turbo V10 (‘borrowed’ from 
the Lamborghini Gallardo) 
its set to be a seriously rapid 
piece of kit. 

About two months ago the 
RS6’s chassis number was 
leaked and some bright soul 
worked out that the car was 
set to have a world stopping 
570bhp. But they were 
wrong, because soon 
afterwards an Audi insider 
revealed that it would have 


something closer to 610bhp. 

As far as design goes, it’s 
fairly placid and could (to 
the untrained eye) pass as 
something a lot less volatile. 
However, take a closer look 
at those boxy wheel arches - 
which hark back to the days 
of the original Audi Quattro. 
The arches, its slightly more 
aggressive body kit and the 
‘RS’ badges are the only 
hints you get that it’s an 
RS6. Those and the noise it 
makes as it blitzes you at the 
lights, that is. 

At first there will only be 
an estate, but a saloon 
variant is slated for the 
middle of next year. 

So far there are no official 
details on price, but it has 
been suggested that it’ll set 
you back £65,000-£75,000.

Mini proves 
diesel can 
be cleaner 


than hybrids 


CONFUSION 
surrounding alter¬ 
native fuels and related 
technologies is making 
new car buyers to miss 
a trick. 

A recent YouGov survey 
commissioned by Mini found 
that diesel-powered cars are 
thought to be way behind 
hybrid models for 
cleanliness. Yet the 104g/km 
C02 emitted by the sporty 
Mini Cooper D is a figure 
that equals, and in many 
cases beats other cars using 
alternative technologies - 
including hybrids. 

In a poll designed to gauge 
public understanding of 
C02-related issues in the car 
purchase process, just three 
per cent of the 2,018-strong 
sample believed that a diesel- 
fuelled vehicle could be 
considered a low source of 
carbon emissions. Even 
though the new Mini Cooper 
D’s output is identical to the 
hybrid-powered Toyota Prius 
and lower than the 109g/km 
achieved by the Honda Civic 
Hybrid. 

Andy Hearn, general 
manager for Mini UK, said: 
“Buyers looking for the most 
efficient cars could be 
missing out on the fun of 
driving a Mini. By 
developing sustainable diesel 
technology, Mini engineers 
have proved that you can 
have a low emissions car 
without compromising on 
driving characteristics and 
style.” 

A quarter of the survey’s 


respondents believed the 
Honda Civic Hybrid was the 
lowest carbon-emitting 
vehicle from a list of five 
models. Just two per cent 
plumped for the Mini Cooper 
D, perhaps misled by the 
sporty connotations from the 
Cooper badge. 

Along with the rest of the 
Mini Hatch range, the Mini 
Cooper D now features a 
number of engineering 
enhancements. Brake energy 
regeneration removes the 
need for a traditional 
alternator and reduces drag 
on the engine, thus saving 
fuel. Also, the auto start-stop 
function cuts out the engine 
when the car is brought to a 
halt and re-engages on 
depressing the clutch. An 
optimum gear display 
indicates to the driver the 
best gear for frugal driving. 
These technologies, as well 
as the variable geometry 
turbo on the Mini Cooper D, 
combine to make a torquey, 
yet economical and low- 
emitting sports hatch. 

The Mini Cooper D topped 
the poll for desirability, 
despite an apparent 
misunderstanding between 
car fuel sources and their 
relative carbon emissions. 

What else did Mini 
discover? The most 
important factor in buying a 
new car remains price. Fuel 
economy and style/design 
were placed second and third 
respectively. Great news for 
Mini. Offering 72.4mpg and a 
unique design, the car again 
ticks every box. 
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Used sales on 
forecourts ‘brisk’ 


USED vehicle sales 
have exceeded many 
dealers’ expectations 
in July and August, 
following a lacklustre 
period of activity in 
late spring and early 
summer. 

The experts at Eurotax 
Glass’s say the effect of this 
upturn in business is that 
many are now short of stock 
to satisfy customer demand. 

“The summer holiday 
period is traditionally a 
quieter time in the used car 
market,” says Adrian 
Rushmore, managing editor 
at EurotaxGlass’s, the used 
car market experts. 

“It is encouraging to hear 
that dealers have had 
experienced levels of 
enquiries and sales during 
the last two months,” adds 
Rushmore. 

While acknowledging the 
good news, Rushmore also 
sounds a note of caution: 
“Retail sales can be erratic 
at this time of year, and it is 
not unusual for traders to 
report that a good month is 
then followed by a more 
difficult one, with no 
obvious reason,” he says. 

Meanwhile, Britain is 
back in gear for the school 
run, judging, says buyer 
advice website UsedCar 
Expert.com, by the “back to 
school” adverts appearing 
everywhere. The website’s 
spokesman, Matt 

Tumbridge, says: “In kitting 
your kids out for the new 
term, you might also want a 
car more suited to carrying 
them, their friends, and an 
ever-growing amount of 
school 
equipment.” 

So here are 
three second-hand 
buys from the era 
when new MPVs 
were the thing to 
have - now, they’re 
used bargains. 

■ Ford Galaxy 
(1995-present) - 
“The Galaxy is a 
best-selling people 
carrier because it 
raised the bar for 
the entire genre,” 
says Tumbridge. 

“It is car-like to 
drive, and has 
typically low Ford 
running 
costs.There are 
lots around, so 
buyers can be 
choosy.” 

Most 
economical model 
is the 1.9 TD 90, 
with 52mpg 
overall, and best 
used buy is the 2.3 
petrol engine, in 
the form of Ghia 
from 1995-on, or 
LX from 2000-on. 

UsedCar 
Expert.com lists 
16 buyers’ checks, 
and prices a ’00 
Galaxy with 70,000 
miles at around 
£4,100 from a local 
dealer.

(1999-present) -

“The odd looks frighten car 
dealers, which has meant 
some very soft prices,” 
asserts Tumbridge. “But it is 
much more than just a 
boldly-designed exterior, the 
interior is equally jolly 
without compromising 
practicality. A good choice if 
you don’t care what the 
neighbours think.” 

Most economical is the 
JTD, returning 44.1mpg 
overall, and best used buy, 
the 1.6 ELX, is cheap and 
well-equipped. 

UsedCarExpert.com 
buyers has an 11-check 
rundown, and prices a 2002 
1.6, with 50,000 recorded 
miles, at around £4,000 at a 
trade outlet. 

■ Peugeot 806 (1995-2002) - 
“The Peugeot has good 
equipment including seats 
like armchairs,” says Turn- 
bridge, adding: “It is 
practical, reliable, and better 
value than the well-known 
rival models.” 

Most economical model is 
the 2.0 HDi, returning 
42.2mpg, and best used buy is 
the 2.0 16 valve from 1998 
with GLX specification. 

UsedCarExpert.com has 14 
pre-buy checks listed, and 
prices a ’00 2.0 GLX, with 
70,000 miles on the clock, at 
around £4,500 from a dealer.
